the old days, to messures concerning which the country was not 
alwaya with him bas roz, for long pest, bean bent upon getting the 
best and the moat ont of the working man, with a view to finishing 
the wor quickly, He has used -all his persuasive power, all bia 
clever reasoning and all his indiaputable elcquence to thia end, and 
it will certainly be no fault of his if there ia elackoesa in reorniting 
or in menition work, His latest utterances, reported in our wire of 
yesterday, show that his seal is unabated; indeed that he ia more 
than ever determined to force the working man to hia own view of 
thinge, Some muy‘ even sce a yet more far-reaching purpose in hie 
words; may feel that he is preparing the way either for conscription 
or else (which is roe conceivable) for the breaking up or the entire 
reoonstracting of the trade unions after the war, Tie that awit may,
